Tohn C.ipell HE 24th of March 1683, he delivercd me art Flampton-Conrt > ati In 
formation of his own Hand-Writing; which I delivered the ſame Day 
to the Right Honourable the Ear! of Shrewsbury. Some Days afrer, Capel 
ask'd me tor ſome Money, to defray his Charges back to Y/indſor : Burt I nor 
complying with his Deſire, he hath ever fince Publiſhed, That I had S»ppref- 

fed Tregſinable Informations, calling me, Traytor, &c. Whereupon I was adviſed to take 
my Remedy at Law againſt him ; and complaining to the Bench of Juſtices of the Peace 
in Middleſex, for being Scandalized in my Office, obtain'd a Bench-Warrant againſt rhe 
ſaid Capell, upon the 29th of Auguſt 1689. Being taken in November , he appeared 
according to his Recognizance at Hicks-Hall, on the 16th of December, being the 
laſt Day of the Seffions. I defired he might be continued tilt the next Seffions , for that 
I had freſh and further Informarions againtt him ; and objecting againſt his Bail, v:7. Fohn 
Temple, and Fohn Price, as being reputed Common Informers, and Inlolvent,the ſaid Capell 
was Committed for want 'of Bail, and not for the Reaſons fuggeſted ro rhe Honourable 
Houle of Commons, as by the Vores of the 17th of December. 


Robert Swaine, He and another, broughr before me (in Auguſt 1689) one White, alias Grey, a ſul- 
pected Popiſh Prieſt ; 14/:--#c alledged, he was a Miniſter of the Church of England, bur 


could not produce to me his Letters of Ordination. I rold him, Thar I muſt then com- 
mir him to Jail; he replied, He had been taken up already by the ſame Warrant, (and 
by the fame Petions) abour a Month before, and itood Bound over to the nexr Seſſions, 
before rwo other Juſtices of the Peace, (as by the Recognizance will appear ;) So thar I 
direQted them, ro apply to the ſame Juſtices again, if they had any thing further ro ſay 
againſt him. 

* wins has ever ſince Publiſhed, 1. That I had Diſcharg'd a PopiſÞ Prieſt. 2, Thar 
I was a Rogue, and Raſcal , and held Correſpondence with the late King James. 3. Thar 
he had teld the King's Majeſty, how that I had betrayed His Majeſty, and the Nation, by 
Diſcovering the Counſels to the late King James, &c. 4. That before HE and OTHERS 
would have done with me, they would have me in Newgate, and uſed as a Traytor ; 
that in the mean time, he had got me turn'd out of the Secretary of State's Office, &c; As 
doth appear by ſeveral Informations upon Oath, Nimb. 1, 2, 3, 4. Upon which, I was 
alſo adviſed, ro bring my Action at Law againſt the ſaid Swaine, which is now depen-

| ly in the aboveſaid Informations upon Oath, the Names of Capel, Swaine, and Price,

the Trade of Common Informers, and ſuch as Conſpir'd rogether ro do me Miſchief. 


That Capel, That Capel! is fuch, appears by his having followed no other Trade fince March laſt ; 
and being Committed the 16th of December, for want of Bail, declared, It would be 
a Fob worth to bim 20 1. As by Afﬀidavit upon Oath, Numb. 9. 

That he Lodged at a Papiſts Houſe, and protected Papiſts, by pretending to be one of 
the Kings Meſlengers 3 And rook Money of Papilts, to excuſe them from being raken up,

King Fames ; and offer'd to Compound for a Treat,and ſome Money ; and, for a Guinea 
to get the Indidtment found Ionoramw, Numb. 8.

Thar he often paſs'd for one of the Kings Meſſengers , appears by the aboveſaid 
Affidavits upon Oath, (Numb. 5, 6, 7, 11.) which are-againſt him, and Swarre, jointly. 
And thart he and his Gang, prerending they were the Kings Officers, Rifled Houſes, 
—_ eirher Warrant or Conſtable, taking away ſeyeral Books, and other Things, 
Numb, 6.
